Hidden in Shell Hole Near

With the American Army in France, 
Wednesday, March 6.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Ah American staff colonel 
while with a French raiding party for 
the. purpose of securing information a 
few days before his men took up their 
positions in the new American sector 
on the Lorraine front, met a Prussian 
lieutenant in an enemy trench and cap- 
tured him. The colonel with an Amer- 
ican captain brought the Prussian offi- 
cer back to the lines the Americans 
are now occupying. 

The German raid in this new sector 
occurred Monday night, a sharp fight 
taking place, in which the Germans 
suffered a repulse with losses. A unit 
which was among the most recent ar- 
rivals displayed the customary fight- 
ing energy, and apparently gave the 
enemy a much warmer reception than 
he expected. 

The American troops. here are train- 
ting with French troops as at the 
Chemin des Dames position. This makes 
the third American force now facing the 
enemy. 

During several days of the Amert- 
cans’ service here the casualties have 
been extraordinarily slight, as the sec- 
tor is one of the quietest. The lines 
are far apart and the position is held 
y strong points rather than by con- 
timvous trenches. 

The Prussian lieutenant’s capture was 
_ the a instance of an enemy officer 
‘peing’ taken prisoner by the Americans 
and also the first occasion upon ‘which 
an American officer had captured either 
an enemy officer or a soldier in this 
sector. 


AMERICAN PATROLS 
OPERATE NIGHTLY 
IN NO MAN’S LAND 


With the American Army in France, 
Wednesday, March 6.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The American troops 
which have taken up their position on 
the Lorraine front were billeted in 
towns back of the lines. when they sud- 
denly received order to move to the 
front. They were transported in mo- 
tor trucks over roads an inch deep in 
dust. Streams of cannons, trucks and 
motorcycles along the roads raised 
clouds of dust which stuck to the men 
and ‘made their cldthes, faces and 
equipment gray by the time they had 
reached the towns close to the firing 
line, from which they marched to their 
position during the night. 

They found themselves in a section 
of Lorraine where the ground rose in 
slight grades. In some cases the en- 
emy lines were half a mile-away. Al- 
though this was the first time the 
Americans had been in the trenches the 
units from various parts of the United 
States quickly adapted themselves to 
their mew surroundings. Lzickily the 
weather was fine the first few days, 
ut for some time past until today snow 
‘and rain have continuously fallen in 
- this sector, as it has in the American

for New York to report to the Y. M. 
C. A. council there. He will be ac- 
companied by Mrs. Matheson. 

Ex-Governor Nat E. Harris, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees, will eome 
to Atlanta and become the official ad- 
ministrative head of the institution 
until the close of the’summer session, 
although it has not been definitely an- 
nounced when he will arrive. 

A short time after the call for serv- 
ice was extended to Dr. Matheson, "he 
board of trustees of Georgia Tech 
granted him leav eof absence from 
March 1 until September 1 when he 
will return for the opening of the fall 
term. 

When asked Thursday night as to 
what the nature of his work in France 
would be, he replied that he could only

Vivid Northern Lights Seen 

as Far South as Tampa. 
Wire Service Is_ Inter- 
rupted. 


Tampa, Fla., March 7.—For the first 
time in the present generation the au- 
rora borealis was visible in the north- 
ern sky from Tampa tonight. There 
was a vivid red glow, as if a great fire 
was reging. One report had it that 
Dade City, a town forty miles to the 
north, was a-fire, but Dade City report- 
ed the same glow far to the north. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 7.—Visibil- 
ity of the aurora borealis here tonight 
for the first time in many years, caused 
an exciting ride for two army officers 
who saw the red giow in the north, sus- 
pected a fire at one of the army camps, 
hired an automobile, and speed out into 
the country seven miles before giving 
up the chase. The aurora was visible 
for nearly an hour. 


Washington, March 7.—Brilliant lights 
in the sky over the capital tonight 
brought a large part of the population 
into the streets to observe what was 
thought to be a big fire. It was the 
aurora borealis, and officials ef the 
naval observatory said the display was 
the best they ever had seen in this lat- 
itude. - 


Duluth, Minn., March 7.—The most 
elaborate display of the aurora borealis 
ever seen in Duluth appeared tonight. 
The lights took the form of an eagle 
with full spread wings. 


New York, March 7.—The aurora bo- 
realis was observed by thousands of 
persons here tonight.

Washington, March 7.—Partial cen- 
tralization of the purchasing of between 
$1,000,000,000 and $2,000,000,000 worth 
of railroad supplies and equipment this 


year under government supervision is 
involved in a plan for organizing the 
railroad administration's division of 
finance and purchases, announced today 
by Director General McAdoo. 

John Skelton Williams, as head of 
this division, will be assisted by a cen- 
tral advisory committee of three expert 
railway purchasing agents, and re- 
gional purchasing committees will be 
and 
southern operating regions. 

Through the central organization will 
be bought locomotives, cars and steel 
rails, the principal big-quantity pur- 
chases of railways, and an effort will 
be made not only to economize by 
wholesale buying methods, but to stand- 
ardize equipment and supplies. 

Coal and other fuel will be bought 
mainly by individual lines to supply 
their individual needs, but under the 
supervision of the regional committees. 
In New England fuel is to be purchased 
by a special committee. Cross-ties and 
lumber are to be bought principally 
by the roads along their own lines, but 
may be ordered through the central or- 
ganization if they cannot be bought in 
the territory through which the road 
passes. 

Centracts May Be Approved. 

“All other supplies needed for cur- 
rent operations will be purchased for 
the time being,’ says Director Gener- 
al McAdoo’s statement, “through the 
purchasing department of the respec- 


tive roads, but all contracts for periods 
‘of six months or longer must be ap-

In his capacity as director of finance 
for the railroad administration, Mr. Wil- 
liams also will be assisted by another 
advisory committee of three railroad 
financial experts, one from the north, 
one from the west and one from the 
south. These men will serve without

They left Germany 
last December, she said, after residing 


in that country for fourteen years, 
and were on their way to make their 
homeé in Philadelphia. 

“The people aré hoping for peaté to 
come soon,” Miss McCann said. “I do 
not believe there will be an uprising 
of any consequence as long as the war 
lasts, for the Germans apparently have 
every confidence they will win. We 
made our home in Hamburg and we 
were practically interned from thé day 
America entered thé war. 

“The German people Know America 
has joined the other nations against 
them, but they s@em to bélieve what.

It is the intention of the provost 
marshal general to provide later for 
the further investigation and classifi- 
cation of the men acceptable for lim- 
ited or special service so that record 
may be made of the sort of work each 
of these men may be assigned to do 
without. endangering his health.

jeutenant Colonel England is sol- 
dierly built of medium height, with a 
clean-shaven, good-humored face. The 
right arm in its sling tells its own 
silent but eloquent. story. 

What he was willing to say for pub- 
lication was told with the blunt re- 
serve of a man to whom “words are 
of less account than deeds.

“after I was dropped from the army,” 
he said, “I had to go into hospital. I 
was quite knocked out, still feeling 
the effects of my previous sick leave 
from India, where I had concussion.

The news entirely sur- 
prised me, because it came practically 
simultaneously with the announcement 
that I was to be invalided out of the 
service because of my wounds. 

“For the life of me I cannot ngage 
how I came to be reinstated. I had 
not sought for it, nor had anyone done 
so on my behalf. I joined up as plain 
Private Edward Parker England, and 
no one in the regiment knew me. But, 
of course, I'm glad that I’ve been able 
to make good. 

‘If I were to resume my fighting 
days, in @ way I should be sorry to be 
an officer in. As @& | dene I had 


worries. And the boys with me—my 
chums in arms—were all of the best. 
The lads of Devon have suffered tre- 
mendous losses in this war, but they 
fight Hike demons. 

“What shall I do when I leave the 
service?” echoed Colonel England. 
“Well, I shall take it quietly for a 
time, but I’m hoping to get some. hunt- 


ing when my arm will allow me At 


present it is quite out of action.” 
Colonel England married the daugh- 
ter of General Boyce Combe, C. B, Mrs. 
England, for over two years, has been 
doing splendid wo at a Devonport 
military hospital, of which she is now 
quartermaster.

Sir Walter Scott’s 
Burial Place Given 
To British Nation 


Dryburgh Abbey, Where 
Great Novelist Is Buried, 
Presented to Nation by 
Owner--One of Most Beau- 
tiful Ruins. 


London, March 7.—Dryburgh Abbey, 
in which Sir Walter Scott is buried, 
and which is one of the most beautiful 
ruins in Great Britain, has just been 
presented to the nation by its owner, 
Lord Glenconner. The only condition 
made by Lord Glenconner, who is a 
brother of Mrs. Asquith, in connection 
with his gift is that the privilege of 
holding an annual service within the 
abbey walls may be continued, and this, 
of course, has been gladly conceded. 

“You may be assured,” writes Sir 
Lionel Barle to Lord Glenconner, ac- 
cepting the gift on behalf of the of- 
fice of works, “that a building as fa- 
mous for its historical associations as 
for the beauty of its site and its ar- 
chitecture will always be treated with 
the utmost care and reverence by the 
department under whose guardianship 
it will now remain.”’ 

Dryburgh Abbey, which many Amer- 
ican travelers have visited, is about 
five miles from Melrose and occupies 
the site of a sanctuary founded by Bt. 
Modan, an Irish Culdee, about 522. The 


abbey itself was founded in 1150, by 
David I, who was described as a “sair 
sanct for the croon,” which, translated, 
means that this Scottish king was not 
particularly renowned for saintliness, 
The abbey has been a ruin since the 
stormy fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
turies in which it suffered severely. In 
1700, the abbey lands belonged te Sir 
Walter Scott’s great-grandfather, and 
but for family misfortune they would 
have descended to Sir Walter, whose 
burial place is in the finest of the ar- 
chitectural relics, St. Mary’s aisle of 
the north transcept. The great novel- 


ist’s son-in-law and biographer, Lock-' 


hart, is also buried in the abbey pre- 
cincts.

REPEAL THIS LAW. 


A Washington dispatch appearing in The 
Constitution Thursday says that the national 
forestry commission, the day before pur- 
chased lands to the value of $445,402 in 
Alabama, North Carolina, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and New Hampshire; 
but that the efforts of Representative Lee, 
of Georgia, who is a member of the commis- 
sion, to prevail upon the government to in- 
clude in the purchase 36,000 acres in north- 

east Georgia were futile. The commission 
“flatly refused,’ says the report, solely be- 
cause of the Georgia law, enacted at the last 
session of the legislature, preventing ac- 
quirement of timber lands by the govern- 
ment on the same basis as that upon which 
such proceedings may be instituted and pros- 
ecuted in other states. 

Our correspondent points out that only 
one million dollars of the fund originally 
set aside by the government for the pur- 
chase of reservation lands still remain in 
the treasury, and that it is very doubtful if 

another such fund will ever be provided. 

It is apparent that if Georgia is to share 
at all in the benefits to be derived from the 
federal forest reservation purchase act it 
has no time to lose in bringing its laws to 
conform tothe requirements and demands 
of the federal government, for, as the dis- 
patch in question declares, “Secretary Ba- 
ker has positively refused to permit further 
purchases in Georgia until the existing 
state law is amended.” 

Whatever may have been the reason for 
the enactment of the law, it is apparent in 
the light. of subsequent developments that 
the act was a serious mistake, and that it 
is standing in the way of the state’s prog- 
ress, which should not remain handicapped 
by such a law for a longer time than is re- 
quired to repeal the obnoxious measure. 

That is what should be done immedi- 
ately upon the reassembling of the legisla- 
ture.

PETIT MAL. 

Epilepsy is probably not a specific dis- 
ease but rather a group of conditions char- 
acterized by seizures of convulsions or un- 
consciousness or both. Transient loss of con- 
sciousness without convulsions or twitching 
is known as petit mal, and a seizure with 
convulsions followed by loss of consciousness 
or attended by loss of consciousness is called 
grand mal. 

In petit mal the seizure is often very 
brief in duration. The patient is noticed 
suddenly to stop whatever he is doing; per- 
haps the face becomes pale and eyes fixed; 
he is temporarily “gone!” then he resumes 
where he left off, being unaware that 7 
thing has occurred. 

Sudden momentary “faiting” or “sleep!- 
ness” without cause or warning; giddiness; 
gudden strange unaccountable sense of fear; 
sudden strange or outlandish feeling that the 
body has swelled to enormous proportions, 
that the head floats at a great height, etc.; 
sudden choking sensation in the threat; sud- 
den sensations coming on at irregular in- 
tervals and without apparent cause are de- 
scribed by persons who have petit mal. 

There is considerable evidence that the 
moderate use of alcoholic beverages by either 
parents predisposes to epilepsy in the off- 
spring. Epilepsy seems to prevail more fre- 
quently in families tainted by syphilis, and 
in families in which various mental disturb- 
ances or insanity may be found. Contrary 
to a popular notion, epilepsy is not more like- 
lay to occur in the children of first or second 
cousins, nor is feeble-mindedness or other de- 
fect favored by consanguinity, unless it hap- 
pens that alcoholism, syphilis or mental de- 
fects: are present in the family, in which case, 
of course, a union of cousins would double 
the chance of defective heredity. 

Epilepsy nearly always begins in early 
life. Seizures resembling epilepsy develop- 
ing after the age of thirty are usually caused 
by syphilis; and such seizures beginning 
after forty-five are usually due to arterial 
hardening or brain damage from changes in 
the arteries. :

ly and squarely, both by the United States 
and the’ other nations allied against Ger- 
man. The first is that if Japan chooses 
to intervene in Siberia, there is no power in 
the world that can today prevent such in- 
tervention. The second is that if Japan 
occupies Viadivostok and the Pacific coast 
of Siberia, there is small prospect that she 
can be persuaded to evacuate that territory 
unless the world, after having defeated Ger- 
many, feels able and willing to undertake 
such another war as ejecting Japan would 
involve. 

The truth is that Russia has broken down 
just as Turkey broke down two centuries 
ago, just as Poland broke down a century 
and a half. ago, and the consequences of the 
breakdown are again to be found in the ac- 
tion of the adjoining nations. Russia is the 
biggest single stretch of European terri- 
tory, which has been opened to invasion 
and partition since the Roman Empire fell 
and today Russia is in the same position 
as the Roman Empire, when at last it was 
no longer able to defend itself. 

Germany and Austria are invading west- 
ern Russia, they have already occupied Po- 
land and the Baltic provinces, they are now 
cutting still more deeply into what was Rus- 
sia before the first partition of Poland. For 
Turkey Germany is demanding Kars and 
Batum on the Black sea region. Action by 
Sweden culminating in the invasion and oc- 
cupation of Finland has long been fore- 
shadowed and may begin at any time. 


Japan’s Policy. 


Japan’s policy during the world war has 
been simple, if not entirely to the liking of 
the allied nations. The Japanese were ready 
and willing to join with the British in eject- 
ing the Russians from China. Every Euro- 
pean nation removed from the Chinese field 
represents a step in the direction of the real- 
ization of Japanese ambition, which is to 
dominate the Far East and eliminate al] Eu- 
ropean and American rivals. But, when the 
question became one of sending Japanése 
troops to Europe to aid the allies, Japan 
did not stir and will not stir, unless the 
compensations offered are sufficient and the 
compensations have always been the sur- 
render by Buropean nations, notably by Brit- 
ain, of bases in the Far ‘Rast. 

Today the Russian collapse offers Japan 
the chance to continue the work which she 


was compelled to lay aside in the Manchurian - 


war, because she lacked the financial, 
strength to push that war and faced both 
bankruptcy and defeat, if she continued. 
Now, with little real fighting and with no 
serious opposition from the great powers, 
she can resume the work of occupying Rus- 
sian territory in the Far East and pushing 
her own frontiers back from the Pacific to 
Lake Baikal. That she will surrender what 
she takes now, save under pressure too great 
for her to resist, is unbelievable. 

Further than this, by occuping eastern 
lands, once Russian, Japan will arrive at a 
place where her natural interests may easily 
ibbecome the same as the German and the 
Austrian. For if German and Austria are 
able, at the close of this war, to annex much 
of western Russia, then they will be vitally 
interested in preventing the later rehabili- 
tation of Russia, and Japan, holding eastern 
Siberia, quite as huch as Germany holding 
the Baltic provinces and Poland, will be 
opposed to anything that would contribute to 
the restoration of Russian strength, because 
this would mean a return of Russian pres- 
Sure on all her frontiers. 


ON NNO OA SN OI NACI EAN 
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A New Eastern Question. 

It is well to face the facts. A new east- 
ern question has been born out of the Rus- 
sian revolution. Russia has, through the 
Bolsheviki, been reduced to the condition 
of Poland in the latter half of the eighteenth 
century. And once Poland had become help- 
less, there began those partitions, which end- 
ed in erasing Poland from the map of Tu- 
rope. After Poland had been erased, then it’ 
was the common policy of all three of her 
despoilers, Russia, Germany and Austria, to 
prevent any stirring of Polish national spir- 
it and to suppress all Polish aspirations. 

Now Japan, if she occupies any portion 
of Siberia, will inevitably come to have a 
common policy with the central powers, 
provided they are able to keep possession of 
Russian soil. And the addition of Japan to 
the German alliance, not in the present war, 
but in the future, will mean one of the pro- 
foundest changes. in international] relations 
which it is possible to imagine. But this 
is a change which German writers and states- 
men have long forecast and openly sought, 
notably in the Zimmerman proposal, just 
before the United States entered the war. 

Were the allies able to veto any Japanese 
action, it is plain that their wisest possible 
course would be to prevent it. But they 
have no power and it is idle to blink the fact 
that force has become the sole test of pol- 
icy at the present hour. If Japan insists, 
and she has every reason for insisting, then 
protest will be futile and there is nothing 
but protest left for the allies, who.are fully 
occupied elsewhere. 

Japan Must Expand. 

The single possibility, which holds out a 
measure of reassurance, particularly for the 
United States, is that the expense and the 


effort, which invasion, conquest and organi-. 


zation of eastern Siberia will insure, may ab- 
sorb all Japanese effort for the next genera- 
tion, at the least, d thus remove the pos- 
sibility of difficulties with the Japanese in 
other fields. Japan, no less than Germany, 
is bound to have a “place in the sun.” Seek- 
ing this in Siberia, she may temporarily 
abandon other ambitions, which are under- 
stood if not widely discussed. 

There can, however, be no good sense in 
varnishing the fact, Russia is helpless. Ger- 
many and Austria on one side are busy with 
the work of despoiling her. Japan on the 
other sidt has the appetite and the oppor- 
tunity. Her first operations will doubtless 
prevent the seizure for Germany of the 
vast supplies the allied nations have piled up 
on the’ Pacific coast for Russian use in her 
fight against the central powers. So far 
the Japanese intervention will help us. Since 
we cannot prevent it, in any case, it is prob- 
ably wise to take this little profit thankful- 
ly. But there oyght to be no illusions about 
@uaranteeing the future evacuation of terri- 
tory now. seized, by: convenient promises, 
which may serve to satisfy western con- 
science just now, but will have little bind- 
ing power in the future, unless the west is 
ready to fight to enforce them. 

We are getting a long way from’ the 
League of Nations and the Utopia which 
many hoped would follow the end of the 
war. Russia, seeking to solve all the prob- 
lems that have puzzled mankind since the 
beginning, by the simple application of a 
few doctrines, has seemingly destroyed the 
last chance of solving any problem by this 
war, save that problem, we are all bound 
to solve, of how to beat Germany. The 
Japanese problem is, in some ways, the most 
difficult the present war has yet raised, 
and, recognizing that it is insoluble at the 
moment, no one should mistake its gravity 
or its future menace.

—and certificates of indebtedness. It must 
be remembered, however, that the | 
dous influx of war dollars from the excess 
profits and the income taxes will soon begin, 
and the money will roll into the treasury: 
like the rush of water over the Niagara 
falls. But it must not be forgotten, too, 
that one and a quarter billion of this money 
has already been paid into the treasury by 
the purchase of certificates, which will be 
received by ‘the government in payment of 
these taxes. These figures are known ac- 
curately, because the purchases of these cer- 
tificates were made with that understand- 
ing, it being deemed financially necessary 
in order to keep the cash balances equal to 
the enormous demands upon them. 
. How much is a billion? When we write 
down a figure one, and then ‘attach nine ci- 
phers to it, making ten figures in all, it 
looks like a thousand millien. That is the 
expense of this war every month. 

It is best that we look at the situation 
squarely. We can understand better the 
reason for these continuous campaigns for 
the sale of war savings stamps, certificates 
and Liberty Bonds. 

One of the appealing things of this 65th 
congress is the elimination of party lines 
in subserving the interests of the whole 
country in its crisis—the subordination of 
politics.to patriotism.

The Coal Problem 
Next Winter. 


Next season’s coal problems are a long 
ways off, but the wise man takes opportunity 
by the forelock. It is well, if we want to 
keep the “home fires burning” during the 
long and maybe gloomy winter nighta of 
1918-19 to lay in a supply of coal at the 
first opportunity. I have the last report 
of the United States geological survey before 
me and there was a decrease of 510,000 tons 
in production of bituminous during the week 
ending February 23, as compared with the 
preceding week. This, however, took in 
Washington's birthday, generally observed in 
the mines as a holiday, and on the whole, 
for the entire country the ratio of tonnage 
produced to full-time capacity amounted to 
771.6 per cent, the best performance since 
New Year's week. The change reflected the 
improvement in transportation eonditions 
made possible by continued mild wéeather. 
Losses attributed to shortage of cars declined 
from 27.7 per cent of capacity in the Aeak/ 
of February 9 to 20.2 per cent during the 
following week. The rise in losses attribut- 
ed to labor, from 1.7 to 2.4 per cent; is be- 
lieved to be the effect of the observance or 
Lincoln's birthday as a holiday. 

In general, improved operating conditions 
were reported throughout the middle west 
and east to Pennsylvania. The most marked 
improvement took place from Ohio, where . 
the production rose from 47.2 to 60.5 per cent 
of full-time capacity, the change being at- 
tributed to a better car supply. Produc- 
tion in western Pennsylvania, including the 


‘Pittsburg district rose from 57.6 to 73.3 per 


cent; in central Pennsylvania, from 65.4 to 79.0 
percent; in Somerset county, from 49.4 to 67.6 
per cent. Conditions in southwest Virginia 
steadily improved. Marked improvement was 
shown by the Cumberland-Piedmont field, 
where losses due to car shortage were re- 
duced from 38.6 te 15.4 per cent. In West 
Virginia better operating conditions were re- 
ported from the Junior-Philippi and Fair- 
mont fields; from other districts in the state 
little change was reported. In the far south 
and in the southwest and mountain states 
conditions remained as in the preceding 
week. 

It must be recalled that weather condi- 
tions improving necessarily improved the sit- 
uation over January, a month of snows and 
blizzards, and the public should not get the 
idea that coal conditions are going to drop 


back into normal.

The work of preparing for the begin- 
hing of the immense additional con- 
struction authorized by the war de- 
partment for Camp Gordon is being 
pushed forward steadily, United. States 
Constructing Quartermaster Captain H. 
G. Palmer yesterday stated to The Con- 
stitution, and the buying and survey- 
ing of 1,000 additional actes that will 
be required to complete the improve- 
ments is progressing rapidly. 

Captain Palmer added that as yet he 
ie still in the dark concerning the pur- 
pose of the big improvement work, and 
he refused to give his opinion as to 
whether the additional buildings will 
be used in the main for troop quarters 
or supply depots. 

He did state, however, that @ con- 
siderable amount of the additional 
work will consist of warehouses, add- 
ing that the present plan of the war 
department regarding storehouses ie to 
increase Camp Gordon's capacity from 
80 days’ supply to 80 days’ supply for 
a division. In other words, the ware- 
house capacity of the camp will be 
tripled. 

Mere Seldiers te Come. 

This information seems to bear out 
the article which appeared in Thurs- 
day’s Constitution etating that many 
new barracks buildings will be built 
for housing the additional men concen- 
trated here prior to embarkation for 
overseas service, for the great increase 
contemplated in supply facilities would 
clearly indicate that the number of 
troops will be incréased.
